That an unfortunate error has 

been made in declaring off the 

Philadelphia Convention of the P 

S. A. D , is shoWU conclusively by 
the tirade of criticism that hat 
iu and continues to come. Indeed, 
we have heard nothing but critic 
istn of the postponement, so far. 
Some of the letters we have re 
ceived are particularly hitter ami 
sarcastic. We can not recall an- 
other time in the history of the P. 
S. A. D. wbed the deaf of Penn- 
sylvania have made such a united 
protest against an action of its 
Board of Managers. 

On the whole, it is a lamentable 
thing, — a serious matter, consider- 
ing that the burden of maintaining 
the Home for Aged and Infirm 
Deaf is upon the Society. 

It seemed almost inconceivable 
that three members in a Board of 
twelve should utterly disregard the 
protests of nine other membei 
largo majority — and be allowed to 
rule the incorporated Society of 
the deaf of Pennsylvania. One of 
the lessons it teaches is the Rules 
are faulty ami need speedy revision 
A (< referendum u voting system is 
the only solution in this case. 
Remember this. 

The claim has been made In- 
some who voted for postponement 
that "it could not be helped." 
That is ridiculous in the face of the 
fad that the anniversary celebia- 
tiou could be held outside of the 
Institution. On Dr. Crou tor's ow n 
word, it could also be held at the 
Instil ut ion, until one person as 
sinned the responshility of declar- 
ing the whole thing off, trusting to 
the docility (?) of eleven members 
of the Board of Managers to I) K 
hia Illegitimate action. This of it 
self was a very bad mistake, 
could not be helped " only so far 
as meeting at the Institution, be- 
cause of the above blunder It is 
a very weak excuse then to say 
" it could not lie helped " 

The disappointment which (he 
postponement has occasioned is tin 
doubtedly great, judging fioin wUat 
is already known. 

We fear also that the Sociel 

Home will suffer materially hy it. 

This should not happen so, ami we 
appeal to the good sense of all 
thinking deaf of the State to con- 
tinue loyal and helpful to the good 
work ot the Society and Home. 
Any member of the Society has a 
right to protest against the unjusti- 
fiable acts of its officials, but let 
their aim always be to rectify or 
amend, not to destroy. We, our 
selves, feel most bitter against this 
out i age upon the Society, and we 
shall strive to bring about a change 
so that the mistake can uol occur 
again. We would not go further 
than that and injure the Society 
and Home. Stand by the Society 
and Home!
